froin Jasper to Isabella, McDougall, 
from Jasper to Elizabeth, and 
Namayo, from Jasper to Sutherland 
with carbolinium block. ‘This in- 
cludes practically the whole of what 
will be for some years to come the 
business section of the city. ‘here 
will be 90,000 yards of paving ata 
cost of about $296,000. Between 
33% and 40 per cent. of this will 
likely be charged to the mass of 
the ratepayers, the rest to the 
property owners. 

With the removal of the 
poles, whicli is contemplated, and 
that of the overhanging signs, 
already effected, Jasper avenue will 
become a very handsome thorough- 
fare. Whenthe street railway is 
built, it is proposed to place orna- 
mental trolley poles in the centre 
of the street and surmount them 
with electric lights. But it) will 
not do to stop there. ‘There is no 
use spending hundreds of thousands 
of dollars to make a fine business 
section and then allowing it to be 
disfigured as it has been by some 
of the buildings that have been 
erected during the past summer. 
A stringent bylaw should be passed 
not only defining the height of the 
structures that may be placed on 
Jasper but making = certain pro- 
yisions regarding their appearance, 

In Peterborough, Ont., for many 
years back there has been a by-law 
prohibiting the erection of a build- 
ing less than three stories high. 

When we are starting in to effect 
the improvement contemplated, 
nothing should be left undone to 
make Jasper in ten years’ time as 
attractive and substantial afbusiness 
thoroughfare as is to be found in 
the Dominion, 

Out of the decision of the coun- 
cil to employ Mr ‘Todd, the lands- 
scape architect who was brought to 
Edmonton by the provincial govern- 
ment, to devise a general plan for 
beautification of the city by a sys- 
tem of parks and parkways, the 
Saturday News takes the keenest 
satisfaction.

It has still 
to be ratified and in the meanwhile 
should be thoroughly examined 
and discussed, It provides for the 
crossing of Mackenzie avenue by 
two tracks, for the closing of Peace 
and Athabasca avenues, for the 
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building at the company’s expense 
of a subway under the tracks on 
Jasper avenue, 60) feet in width, 
and of bridges over the tracks at 
Victoria, Mackay and Hardisty. 
Over Saskatchewan avenue the 
railway is to be carried by a span 
not less than 10 feet in width. ‘To 
the general terms of the arrange- 
ment there has been no serious ob- 
jection. ‘The city wishes direct C. 
P. R. connection but has not shown 
a disposition to make any huge 
sacrifices to obtain it. ‘Mhe pro- 
vision for a subway on Jasper aven- 
ue and for the bridges on the 
streets to the south is especially 
commendable. Level crossings at 
these points would have been very 
inconvenient and dangerous and if 
the subway and bridges had not 
been insisted upon at the present 
time, it would have been exceed- 
ingly dificult to have secured them 
for many years after the railway 
was in operation. As to the cross- 
ing of Mackenzie avenue, the C. P. 
R. officials were informed that 
there was a_ possibility of their 
having to overcome the opposition 
of the G. IT. P. in effecting it. 
The closing of Peace and) Athabas- 
ca avenues is the principal conces- 
sion that the city makes and it is 
no small one. ‘hese streets in a 
few years would have been just as 
portant thoroughfares as those 
to the south of Jasper which it is 
proposed to bridge. But if we are 
to allow this to the railway, it 
should be quite sufficient. ‘The 
city should not have to pay any- 
thing further for the privilege of 
C. P. R. entrance. ‘There is every 
reason to believe, however, that 
one small clause, which would 
probably escape the casual reader's 
notice, will involve the city in an 
actual outlay, which may prove 
very heavy. 

In the paragraph relating to the 
Jasper avenue subway it is pro- 
vided that ‘‘the city is to be 
responsible for all damages sus- 
tained through the subway and the 
closing of streets and portions 
of streets.’”?’ ‘The subway is to 
be sixty feet wide. ‘This will 
leave only twenty feet road allow- 
ance on each side of it. “hat the 
property alongside will be very 
seriously depreciated in value goes 
without saying and when it is re- 
membered that in that neighbor- 
hood it is selling at about $200 a 
foot and that between 500 and 600 
fe. on each side of the street 
will be affected, it is easy to figure 
out that the city under this inno- 
cent looking clause might have to 
pay out $100,000 or more. ‘This, 
with the closing of Peace and 
Athabasea, would mean that we 
had paid fairly well for a railway 
which is bound to come into the 
city if it is not to lose the business 
of what is sure to be a great com- 
mercial centre in any case. We 
maintain that no matter whether 
the depreciation to the property 
about is $10 or $100,000, the com- 
pany should bear the risk. We 
cannot afford to have a level cross- 
ing on Jasper Avenue at that point 
aud it is not just to expect us to 
pay the damages which are sure to 
be charged up against us under the 
present arrangement. ‘This clause 
should unquestionably be altered.
